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REPORT 


It  is  now  forty-four  years  since  this  society  was 
organized,  and  the  managers  look  hack  on  the  record  of 
these  years  with  great  satisfaction.  To  state  that  we 
have  aided  over  eight  thousand  children,  and  found 
permanent  homes  for  many  hundred,  expresses  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished. 
The  refining  and  elevating  influence  of  the  Home  on  its 
youthful  inmates  is  most  noticeable,  when  we  compare 
their  manners  and  conduct  when  they  first  come  to  us, 
and  after  they  have  been  at  the  Home  for  a  few  months. 
The  cleanliness,  with  the  kind  treatment  and  good  care 
which  they  receive,  often  softens  their  rough  manners, 
and  brings  out  the  good  traits  in  their  characters,  and  it 
is  a  great  satisfaction  to  find  that  almost  without  excep¬ 
tion  the  children  look  back  with  pleasure  to  the  time 
they  spent  at  the  Home,  and  speak  with  affection  of 
their  “Auntie  Brown,”  as  they  call  our  Matron,  who 
like  her  predecessor,  “  Auntie  Gwynne,”  seems  to  have 
succeeded  in  gaining  their  affection. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  for  those  that  are  not  familiar 
with  our  society,  that  we  take  children  for  adoption  from 
the  ages  of  four  months  to  twelve  years,  preferring  how¬ 
ever  those  under  three  years,  as  good  homes  can  more 
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readily  be  found  for  them,  than  for  the  older  ones  who 
remember  their  former  associations.  We  try  to  take 
the  very  best  care  of  them  while  they  are  with  us,  and 
keep  them  only  until  we  can  provide  good  homes  for 
them,  with  persons  who  will  receive  and  bring  them  up 
as  their  own  children,  and  teach  them  to  become  useful 
men  and  women,  and  earn  a  respectable  living. 

We  are  very  particular  in  making  inquiries  and  finding 
out  all  we  can  about  those  who  wish  to  take  the  little 
ones,  and  the  papers  for  adoption  are  not  signed  until 
they  have  had  several  months’  trial,  and  until  we  are 
fully  convinced  that  the  change  is  for  the  future  good  of 
the  child.  We  try  never  to  lose  sight  of  the  children, 
and  a  large  number  of  letters  from  persons  who  have 
taken  them,  reach  us  constantly,  expressing  not  only  the 
happiness  of  the  children  in  their  new  homes,  but  also 
of  their  adopted  parents  in  their  new  relation.  The 
following  are  a  few  extracts  from  a  large  number  of 
similar  letters  received  :  — 

Dear  Friend  Miss  Brown:  — 

I  thought  I  would  write  a  few  lines  to  tell  you  how  baby  is 
getting  along.  She  grows  every  day;  I  wish  you  could  see 
her.  We  love  her  very  much,  and  she  seems  to  love  us.  She 
is  just  as  bright  as  she  can  be.  I  have  had  her  now  almost 
eight  months,  and  we  are  all  very  much  attached  to  her. 
Please  write  to  me  when  her  birthday  is.  She  can  almost  run 
alone  now.  Ever  your  friend,  Mrs. - . 

Dear  Miss  Brown  :  — 

It  is  now  five  months  since  we  brought  Elsie  home  with  us, 
and  we  love  her  so  much  and  do  not  wish  to  part  with  her,  and 
hope  you  don’t  wish  us  to.  I  should  like  to  have  you  see  her; 
she  has  changed  very  much,  and  is  the  picture  of  health.  She 
loves  us  very  much,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  wicked 
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to  take  her  from  us  for  some  one  else.  We  could  not  love  lier 
more  were  she  our  own  flesh  and  blood.  She  is  very  bright 
and  smart  for  her  age,  and  has  a  great  many  friends.  I  shall 
hope  to  hear  from  you  soon,  and  await  anxiously  your  answer. 

Mrs. - . 

Besides  the  children  taken  by  the  Home  for  adoption, 
a  large  number  are  taken  temporarily,  and  kept  for  a 
month,  or  even  longer,  according  to  the  circumstances  of 
the  case.  Often  a  mother,  whose  husband  is  dead,  or 
has  deserted  her,  becomes  ill,  and  finds  the  care  of  her 
children  gradually  wearing  her  out.  By  taking  them 
temporarily  at  the  Home,  we  enable  her  to  go  to  some 
hospital,  where  she  can  get  a  long  needed  rest,  and  feel 
assured  that  her  children  are  well  taken  care  of,  and 
finally  continue  her  struggle  in  life,  with  renewed  health 
and  courage.  Also  in  cases  of  extreme  poverty,  by 
taking  children  for  a  short  time,  their  hard-working 
mothers  are  enabled  to  save  enough  out  of  their  scanty 
earnings  to  buy  them  the  necessary  clothing.  It  is  at 
just  such  critical  times  in  the  lives  of  these  poor  people 
that  the  Home  comes  to  their  aid,  and  a  most  noble  work 
it  has  done  during  these  many  years. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  managers  to  find  the  interest 
shown  in  the  Home  by  the  many  gifts  which  we  are 
constantly  receiving  from  its  friends, —  clothing,  vege¬ 
tables,  fruit,  books,  pictures,  toys,  and  other  useful 
articles.  During  the  summer,  the  children  were  several 
times  invited  to  picnics  for  the  day,  where  they  had 
most  delightful  times. 

We  have  this  year  sustained  a  serious  loss  by  the 
tragic  death  of  one  of  our  managers,  Mr.  George  H. 
Bradford.  He  had  been  interested  in  the  work  of  the

Home  for  many  years,  and  his  genial  manners  and  kind 
heart  won  the  friendship  of  all  those  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  our  physician,  Dr.  Thomas  F. 
Sherman,  who  not  only  has  taken  such  good  care  of  the 
children,  hut  has  always  shown  an  interest  in  everything 
that  concerns  the  welfare  of  the  home ;  also  to  the 
Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  for  the  many  outings  received 
through  the  Fresh  Air  Fund  ;  to  the  Christian  Union  for 
carriage  drives,  and  to  all  the  kind  friends  who  have  sent
